The year that has just passed has been one of Great 
Building Activity in the material extension and devel- 
opment of Greater Graymoor. 

The Lamp Building has been more than doubled in 
size, housing the headquarters of the Union-That- 
Nothing-Be-Lost and the Mailing Department of the 
Friars of the Atonement in well equipped offices. 
Across the roadway from the Lamp Building the gar- 
age has been enlarged to accommodate a chemical fire 
engine, with excellent living rooms above for the 
chauffeurs and some of the mechanics employed by 
the Friars. 

What is known as the Bungalow on the mountain 
top, has been converted into a two story building with 
a cloister porch, so as to serve as a community house 
for our Tertiary Brothers. Most important of all the 
corner-stone was laid last summer for the Little Flower 
Memorial and the stone arches of the cloister are now 
well advanced towards completion. A beautiful cot- 
tage on the shores of Indian Lake has arisen from the 
ashes of its predecessor, which was burned to the 
ground a year ago last July. 

The Novitiate Building of Our Sisters has also been 
greatly enlarged to accommodate the increased num- 
ber of vocations. Three houses have also been erected 
in Graymoor Village during 1926. Still greater growth 
for Graymoor is anticipated during 1927. The Little 
Flower Memorial, if not entirely completed by this 
time next year, ought to be well advanced towards that 
happy consummation. We contemplate drilling for 
the foundations of the Greater Church of St. Francis 
in the early Spring. Perhaps, too, before the end of 
the year, work will have begun on the new St. Chris- 
topher’s Inn. 

In the meantime, the personnel of the Society of 
the Atonement at Graymoor is constantly increasing. 
More Friars, more Sisters, more Students and more 
Brothers Christopher. 

We embrace this occasion to thank the members 
of our Lamp Army who, by their generous support 
make all this material and numerical expansion of 
the Society possible, for were it not for your alms and 
benefactions how could the Friars and Sisters at Gray- 
moor live, much less carry on such extensive building 
operations, educate our students for the priesthood, 
and entertain so many guests at the ‘table of the 
Lord.”

The great strides made 
by the National Catholic Federation of France which, 
at the end of the second year of its existence has suc- 
ceeded in organizing two and a half million men, thus 
outstripping all other leagues in France, are revealed 
in a message to Federation members published by 
General de Castelnau in the official Bulletin of the 
organization.

STUDENTS’ BREAD FOR 1927 





As we stand on the threshold of the New Year we 
appeal STRONGLY to our Lamp readers to continue their 
generous support of our students for the Priesthood 
both at Graymoor and at The Vineyard, Washington. 
The report published below shows what the grand 
total was on November 30th. This is the equivalent 
practically of twelve scholarships at $300.00 each.

FOR THE RESTORATION OF A POOR CHAPEL 
IN FRANCE TO OUR BROTHERS AND 
SISTERS IN AMERICA 





Listen, Brothers and Sisters of America! This is 
an interesting and pretty story. Satillieu is the name 
of our village and one is reminded here very much of 
Domremy, where was born that daughter with a stout 
heart, St. Joan of Arc. According to a tradition, it 
was a Roman generel who gave our village its name; 
passing one day with his army in this vicinity and 
finding the surroundings so charming, he proposed to 
rest here a while and exclaimed (in Latin) Sati Loci 
Satillieu! 

Satillieu, so named by a great Roman chief is now 
the center of two pilgrimages venerated and fre- 
quently by the folk of the entire province: the Sanct- 
uary of Our Lady of Ay and the tomb of St. Francis- 
Regis, the great Apostle of the Vivarais. 


Satillieu, so picturesquely situated and so much 
privileged has also another beautiful side to its his- 
tory. Two hundred and fifty years ago, there was 
founded here a Community of Religious who placed 
themselves under the patronage of St. Joseph. These 
good Sisters devoted their time to the care of the 
sick and to teaching, providing the young with a Chris- 
tian education, beside their other duties. Their ser- 
vices are rendered almost entirely without remunera- 
tion and hence it is that after two and one-half cen- 
turies of existence, the good Sisters are always poor. 
Of late, they have not been able to maintain their 
school and other buildings in this region and their 
Chapel is as miserable as the Stable of Bethlehem! 
Poor Chapel! The architect who came the other day 
to visit us was convinced that it is about to cave in! 
Jesus Mercy! How can I depict the desolation of the 
good Sisters; they pray ceaselessly to St. Joseph and 
all their celestial protectors. 


The plans and specifications for the restoration of 
our Chapel call for 150,000 francs ($6,000.00). Our 
good people in the surrounding region have gone the 
limit and we have only 30,000 francs and we have 
exhausted the territory we were allowed to solicit in. 


One of our Sisters in America happened to mention 
the helplessness of the Satillieu (Mother) House and 





immediately a good lady gave her $100, calling her 
gift a mere bagatelle. This example has filled us 
with hope as we believe that St. Joseph has shown 
us the way and hence this appeal to our American 
Brethren. We hope and pray that many kind-hearted 
people will send their “bagatelle” (no matter how 
small) so that we may soon have in hand, enough 
to restore our Divine King’s Chapel. 

The Sisters at Satillieu will pray to Our Lady of 
Ay, St. Joseph, St. Francis-Regis and Little Therese 
of the Child Jesus, all the Saints of France and Amer- 
ica, to obtain for you and yours the many favors and 
graces you may wish, and with great hopes, I am, 
my dear good people,

case through your charity, then when the Mother 
Superior wrote recently, that there were five more 
little girls longing to enter, we told her that space 
could not be found in THe Lamp to make another 
appeal for the present. As a result, she wrote me very 
harrowingly, as follows: 

“Weeping and wailing are heard from the deep af- 
fliction of the children whose photograph I sent you 
for publication in The Lamp; they had been expect- 
ing a letter with far other news. It almost breaks my 
heart, also, that they might have to leave the house, 
for I think they would become very good nuns and 
useful to the Community, but how can I admit them 
without any dowry, for we are so poor? Will you 
not recall the holy Gospel of St. Luke, Chapter XI, 
where Our Lord says that, although a friend at first 
might hesitate to open the door, he would open it if 
the friend would repeatedly knock. Dear Father, I 
am going to keep on like the man in the Gospel until 
I obtain the dowries for these poor children. If $200 
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each is too much, may I not hope for $150 to be 
procured in each case, one vocation for each of the 
Five Most Precious Wounds of our Saviour? For the 
last three months they have been praying constantly, 
saying they were sure that the money would be sent, 
but I am sorry to say that one of them, when she heard 
their hope was rejected, said she would not pray any 
more for God had not heard her prayer, but I con- 
soled her, saying, it was only a trial of her Faith 
and that they were all to go to the chapel and pray 
again more fervently. Please, dear Father Paul, stop 
their weeping.” 

On the back of the photograph, one of the children 
has written: ‘We are five girls who wish to be ad- 
mitted to the convent. We are very poor. We have 
been made to leave our homes because we would 
not receive any husband. Our parents very often com- 
pel us to take the pagan husband they choose, but we 
are ready rather to sacrifice our lives to follow our 
Father, Jesus. We are much troubled; at times our 
parents threaten us with punishment, even of fire, if 
we do not receive the husband. Having wept, we 
went to Mother Rosa, she gave us courage to fight 
against the world, but she is too poor to maintain us 
free. We depend now alone on your help which you 
gave to the other three little girls. If you will help 
us as we request, we will feel bound to live for you 
and to take the name you like most as soon as we 
become Sisters. We humbly request you to help us 
for the glory of the Sacred Heart and His Five Sacred 
Wounds.

TO THE PIOUS MEMORY OF THE COUNTESS 
MARIE TERESA LEDOCHOWSKA 

Foundress of the Sodality of St. Peter Claver and of the 
Auxiliary Missionaries for helping the Missions in Africa. 
(Headquarters, Rome (23), via dell’Olmata 16). The 
Countess, who departed this life on the 6th of July, 1922, 
left behind her the memory of a great soul. A_ short 
account of her life was written in Polish and sent to His 
Eminence, Cardinal Alexander Kakowski, Archbishop of 
Warsaw. The following are the moving terms in which 
His Emi , on September 2nd, 1925, deigned to thank 
the Directress General of the Sodality: 

To the Esteemed Directress General: I have read with 
keen interest the life of Maria Teresa, Countess Ledochow- 
ska, Foundress of the Sodality of St. Peter Claver, which 
was sent me. She was truly a strong and saintly soul. 
The first time I met the venerated Foundress was at the 
Marian Congress at Kinsiedeln. On that occasion she spoke 
repeatedly in many languages (French, Italian, German and 
Polish) to crowds of many thousands, on the necessity and 
great importance of missionary work in Africa. I have 
heard many brilliant speeches from the lips of famous 
preachers and of men occupied in social work, but in none 
of these orators have I met with such fervour, such per- 
suasiveness and such a burning leve for her subject, as in 
Maria Teresa of pious memory. One could feel that she 
loved the missionary spirit with all her heart, with all her 
being. The burning words that carried one away with 
her, raised an indescribable enthusiasm amongst her audi- 
ence; they provoked tears, they lit the flame of a cordial 
love in many hearts and awoke a deep compassion for the 
millions of inhabitants of the Dark Continent who are still 
in the chains of idolatry and the shadow of death, 

Like another St. Paul the apostolic fervour of the vener- 
able orator communicated itself to all present. Her andi- 





ence was clearly persuaded that for the propagation of our 
Holy Faith, not only should priests and monks offer up the 
holocaust of their lives and labour, but also every faithful 
son and daughter of the Church should enter into the ranks 
of the auxiliary missionaries or bring material: help to 
those who work in missionary countries. 

The sublime memories of this Congress have remained 
graven in my mind in indelible characters. T hed the good 
fortune to become better acquainted with this herote 
fighter in the battlefield of missionary action, meeting her 
on a few occasions. When with her, I had the tirm im- 
pression that I was treating with a saintly person. In spite 
of the innumerable obstacles she met with in her work as 
an organizer, and in spite of the superhuman efforts that 
were ruining her health, her fevour for the canse she had 
undertaken never abated. Rather, it grew greater each 
day, it possessed her absolutely, and = in the end, after 
having tried her strength beyond measure, it burned itself 
out entirely, thus rendering her life a holocaust on the 
altar of the missions, ; 

I am deeply persuaded that her bevutiful soul, adorned 
with the flowers of heroic Christinn virtues and even on 
earth, burning with seraphic love for the Creator, received 
at the very instant of the separation of her soul from the 
body, the well deserved celestial reward and the crown of 
sanctity.

UNIT SYSTEM EXPLAINED 


Our Campaign for the erection of the Little Flower 
Memorial on the Mount of the Atonement con- 
templates the raising of One Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lars as the architect’s estimate of what the Memorial 
Building will cost. We have made One Thousand 
Dollars the Unit of the Campaign and it will require 
One Hundred of these Units to erect the Memorial. 

We are trying to secure Twenty-five Benefactors 
in New York City who will contribute One Thousand 
Dollars each and the same number among our Lamp 
Readers outsipE the Greatest City of the New World. 
Until now fifteen of the New York twenty-five have 
been secured, but only six outside of New York. Our 
LAMP constituency beyond the limits of Manhattan 
and Brooklyn with the entire United States and the

Dominion of Canada to draw from surely ought to 
provide its entire quota. Who will volunteer to bring 
the list of the One Thousand Dollar contributors out- 
side of New York into closer correspondence with the 
list of New Yorkers already enrolled? 

In order to secure the other Fifty Units necessary 
for the completion of the Little Flower building we 
have organized the smaller contributors into Groups 
from Five Hundred Dollars down to One Dollar. The 
Grand Total of Units until now contributed by these 
Lesser Groups amount to Twenty-one, so that 
they have already completed nearly one-half of their 
quota. 

Just at present the One Dottar Group has more 
Units to its’ credit than the One Thousand Dollar 
Group. One may ask how this is, since Fifteen New 
Yorkers have pledged one thousand dollars and Six 
outside of New York. The explanation is that all the 
pledges have not yet been redeemed. Quite a number 
are paying on the installment plan. Several are pay- 
ing two hundred dollars a year so that their pledge 
covers a period of five years. This is entirely satis- 
factory to us and the knowledge of this method of 
payment may encourage others to pledge one thousand 
dollars who could not give so large a sum all at once. 

We estimate the value of a single room in the Mem- 
orial Building at one thousard dollars. Any one con- 
tributing a single unit may place a tablet on the walls 
of the room inscribed with the name of a deceased 
father, mother, wife, son or daughter, if the donor 
does not wish his own name to appear on the tablet. 
If two persons contribute five hundred dollars each, 
their names jointly will appear upon the tablet or 
four that contribute two hundred and fifty dollars or 
ten that contribute one hundred dollars each. The 
other groups will be treated in the same manner, only 
when the names are too numerous to be inscribed 
upon the tablet they will be placed in a leaden box 
behind the tablet embedded in the wall; thus the names 
of all contributors will be preserved in some portion 
or other of the building.

A CHINESE LEGEND OF ST. NICHOLAS 


Many Chinese live in the city of Manilla, the 
capital of the Philippine Islands. They have a curious 
legend relating to St. Nicholas in whose honor they 
celebrate a festival each year. The festivities begin 
about the fifth of November and continue for two 
weeks, 

According to the legend, a Chinaman was once sail- 
ing on the river in a small canoe, when, suddenly, a 
huge crocodile thrust its head out of the water, capsiz- 
ing the frail craft, and opening its grinning jaws to 
swallow the unfortunate man. But the Chinaman, al- 
though terrified, retained the presence of mind ‘suf- 
ficiently to call upon St. Nicholas for aid. St. Nicholas 
is said to have all sailors and, indeed, all travelers 
under his especial protection, and the poor Chinaman 
had, doubtless, learned about him from the Spanish 
people of the city. 

At any rate, the good saint is said to have listened 
to the poor man’s agonized prayer. With one stroke 
of his magic wand he changed the huge crocodile into 
a great rock and the happy Chinaman somehow 
managed to reach the shore. He related the wonder- 
{ul story of his escape to his friends, who, in grat- 
itude, aided him in erecting a chapel in honor of his 
saintly protector. 

The St. Nicholas festival is, really, a succession of 
fetes. Large vessels float upon the river and look like 
beautiful palaces, with their decks and colored lights, 
which are reflected in the water. Inside the palaces, 
Chinese musicians are playing their queer instruments, 
and incense is burning in honor of the saint. His 
good-will is invoked every morning by throwing bits 
of paper of various colors into the water.

THE ART OF HOSPITALITY 
By STantey B. JAMES 





Those who, like myself, have in their time sought 
the shelter of many roofs soon learn to distinguish be- 
tween the various degrees and kinds of hospitality. 
The fact that sumptuousness plays but a small part in 
the art exercised by “mine host” is one of the first 
lessons learned. . 

I speak not now of those private establishments 
into which the stranger may sometimes come, or of the 
hotel organized from roof to basement for such as he, 
but of humbler institutions and refuges adapted to 
the needs of tramps and the like. 
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It certainly is not the richness of the provision which 
she makes for her guests that entitled Dame Nature 
to a foremost place among successful hostesses. I 
accord that rank to her without hesitation, for, though 
at times she has ushered me into apartments of the 
barest and bleakest kind and sent me supperless to 
bed, there have been other occasions which have more 
than atoned for these lapses on her part. There is 
no bedroom, however magnificently upholstered, to - 
compare with that in which I have slept among the 
foothills of the Rockies, When weariness did not 
overcome me I could lie awake for hours silently 
puffing my pipe, watching the procession of the stars 
across the sky and listening to the swelling and dy- 
ing-away of the wind in the tree tops. That, I grant 
you, is sheer luxury, as is also the springy couch of 
pine-branches, exhaling the very odour of slumber, 
on which you lie. (Burglars, indeed, are apt to break 
in, but not such as use jimmys and master-keys. Once 
sleeping under conditions similar to those I have de- 
scribed I was awakened by a gentle tugging at my 
hair as though some importunate landlord would have 
me rise and be gone. When I put my hand up to find 
the cause of this unseemly disturbance of my dreams 
there was a scuttling in the bushes and the animal, 
whatever it was, which had sought to line its nest at 
the expense of my scalp did not trouble me again.) 
It is not, however, in the magnificence of 
the apartments she occasionally provides in which 
consists the perfection of Nature’s art in this matter. 
That is to be found in the self-effacement with which 
she allows you to go your own way, content for her 
part to hand you over the key of her establishment 
and give you the free run of its corridors and chambers. 
What a lesson she affords ‘to those fussy hostesses 
who must needs pester you with a thousand questions 
as to your likes and dislikes and inflict on you the 
strain of their forced and artificial conversation on 
the assumption that it is their duty to “entertain you”! 
“There you are, my good friend,” says Nature. “Its 
the best I’ve got and you can take it or leave it... . 
No don’t thank me. I’m no philanthropist, but I like 
to do my children a good turn when I can.” 


Talking about philanthropists—which we weren’t— 
I think one of the least gracious welcomes I ever re- 
ceived was in an establishment provided by that which 
calls itself “charity.” It was on a cold, wet night in 
London that I sought the shelter of a Doss House, 
supported by the County Council, for working and 
workless men. We paid a nominal sum and were 
given a little pink ticket with a number on it indicat- 
ing the corridor and cubicle where we might sleep. 
The place was certainly clean. No fault on that score 
could be found with its well-scoured porcelain bricks 
or its stone floors. The long tables in the large hall 
where lodgers could cook and eat their meals had 
been well scrubbed and the lavatories were in the 
same immaculate condition. The tiny cubicles, divided 
from each other by partitions to within a foot of the 
ceiling, were free from even the suspicion of undesir- 
able bed-fellows. Yet, as the human stream trickled 
in from the cold, drizzling night, I could not but pity 
those whose only home it was, 
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Most of them belonged apparently to the army of 
the unemployed. I learned later that many were suf- 
fering from colds of varying kinds. I did not know 
there were so many different species of the genus 
cough as broke in on my slumbers. They were not a 
happy set of men as I could gather from the broken 
sentences of such as talked in their sleep. They 
needed something other than that almost brutal e‘- 
ficiency. At the end of a day spent in dull mechanical 
tasks or in walking about cold streets in the hope of 
a job, there was little suggestion of home in the num- 
bered ticket and the printed regulations informing us 
of what was not allowed. There seemed something 
diabolically unhuman in stowing these men away for 
the night, each in his own numbered pigeon-hole. 

Modern “charity” is too often like that. One as- 
sociates it with soap and carbolic. No one can deny 
the efficiency of its organization or the generosity that 
maintains it. The passion for cleanliness which 
animates it is admirable. It is probably vastly supe- 
rior in that respect to anything that hospitality has 
ever before offered the wayfarer. But this excessive 
use of soap and water does not suggest so much the 
cleanliness which is next to godliness as the cleanli- 
ness which is regarded as a substitute for godliness. 
Like many other good things it has suffered from be- 
ing divorced from religion. Philanthropy cut off from 
dogmatic faith, the love of man divorced from the love 
of God becomes either a sloppy sentimentalism or 
the unhuman kind of officialism I have described. No 
surer proof exists of the degradation which the idea 
of charity has undergone in modern times than in the 
interpretation of the word itself. It has now come to 
mean nothing more than almsgiving. The sacramental 
idea has been lost. The spirit of love of which the gift 
should be the medium becomes a negligible factor. 
Thus St. Paul’s words, in our English version, read 
almost like a contradiction in terms: “If I should dis- 
tribute all my goods to feed the poor . . . and have 
not charity, it profiteth me nothing.” You can see how 
the alms of the wealthy have, indeed, become dead 
and profitless. Without the spirit of charity the 
material gift loses its beauty and is without power 
to cheer and comfort the recipient. 

The hospitality which sprang out of devotion to 
Our Lord and was exercised by the religious houses 
that once covered Europe may have been far behind 
our twentieth-century hostels in point of cleanliness 
and efficiency. Certainly it lacked many of the con- 
veniences which science and civic authorities can now 
place at the disposal of the poorest, but who will deny 
that it was more human? Cortrast with the official 
reception of that queue of London wayfarers trickling 
into the aforesaid Hostel this Rule of St. Benedict for 
the reception of strangers: “Let all guests who come,” 
it runs, “be received like Christ Himself, for He will 
say, ‘I was a stranger and ye took me in.’ And let 
fitting honor be paid to all, especially such as are of 
the household of the Faith and to wayfarers. When, 
therefore, a guest is announced, let him be met by the 
superior or the brethren, with all due charity. Let 
them first pray together, and thus associate with one 
another in peace. At the arrival or departure 


of all guests, let Christ, who indeed is received in 
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their persons, be adored in them by bowing the head 
or even prostrating on the ground. . . Let the abbot 
pour water on the hands of the guests, and himself 
as well as the whole community wash their feet . 

Let special care be taken in the reception of the poor 
and of wayfarers, because in these Christ is more 
truly honored.” 

Such a welcome would make more than acceptable 
the hardest pallet of straw and thé stalest crust. The 
human craving for respect and love requires minister- 
ing to as well as material needs. That is what modern 
philanthropy so often forgets. It is a curious fact that 
the humanitarian should sometimes be so ignorant 
of human nature. But after all, if you know nothing 
of devotion to God, how can you rightly minister to 
men? For the greatest fact about men is, not that 
they are animals to be bedded down and hygienically 
fed at proper intervals in well-constructed stables, but 
that they are children of God, to be welcomed as such 
with royal state. 

I keep my pink ticket with the number of my berth 
as an interesting souvenir. At present it is being used 
as a book-marker to indicate the page on which I 
found the quotation I have given from the Rule of 
St. Benedict.

MEXICO BOILING TOWARDS

“SOME APOSTLES AND SOME EVANGELISTS” 

Milan.— In order to obtain lasting results in the 
work of moral and spiritual regeneration now being 
carried out in Italy by the various agencies of the 
Catholic Church, it is necessary to bring the people 
to the Gospel and the Gospel to the people. This is 
the main conclusion of the National Gospel Congress 
which has recently closed its sessions here after sev- 
eral days devoted to an intensive study of the vari- 
ous ways and means of promoting the reading 
and study of the Gospel by every class of society in 
the nation. The meeting was presided over by His 
Eminence Cardinal Tosi, Archbishop of Milan, and 
was attended by numerous bishops, monsignori 
priests, professors and statesmen, ;
